1.  WATER  SURELY 


The  quality  and  quantity  of  the  vator  supplied  to  the  district 
has  boon  satisfactory.  The  supply  is  from  mains  undox*  oonstant 
prossuro  and  is  soft  in  character. 

Of  tho  6,270  housos  in  the  district,  only  6  houses  aro 
supplied  by  wells  and  13  "by  external  stand  pipes.  14  of  these 
houses  will  bo  the  subject  of  demolition  ordors  in  tho  near  future. 

5  samples  of  main  vator  and  4  samples  of  water  from  2  veils 
were  takon  during  the  yoar  for  bacteriological  examination.  All 
the  samples  were  reported  as  satisfactory  oxoept  one.  This  vas 
from  tho  veil  of  a  vacant  bungalow  included  in  tho  14  promises 
to  be  mado  the  subject  of  demolition  ordors, 

2.  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Evory  part  of  the  Urban  District  is  severed  with  tho  exception 
of  isolatod  housos  in  oast  Wigston  and  the  properties  in  the  Kilby 
Bridge  area.  Periodic  nuisance  is  caused  at  a  block  of  4  houses  at 
Kilby  Bridgo  duo  to  the  inefficient  soakavay  receiving  the  overflow 
from  a  common  cesspool. 

One  now  private  sewage  disposal  schomo  to  serve  one  houso 
was  completed  during  the  yoar. 

There  are  now  8  of  those  septic  tank  and  filter  plants 
in  tho  district  serving  10  premises. 

Of  tho  22  cosspools  in  tho  district,  three  are  unaccess ible  by 
vehicle,  thirteen  are  emptied  by  the  Council,  tho  remaining  six  being 
emptied  on  to  agricultural  land  by  the  occupiers  of  the  promises  served. 
It  is  anticipated  that  vhon  tho  cosspool  gully  emptying  vehicle 
is  obtained  a  comprehensive  cosspool  emptying  scrvico  will 
be  instituted. 

One  pail  closot  at  a  farm  vas  replaced  by  a  water  closet  .. 
during  tho  yoar. 

There  arc  18  pail  closets  in  the  district  and  approximately 
7,000  water  closets. 

Twenty  samples  of  offluont  from  a  plating  plant  at  a  local 
factory  wore  takon  prior  to  the  offluont  ontoring  tho  Council’s  severs. 
In  oveiy  case  tho  tJI  value,  chroma  to  and  oyanido  content  were  found 
to  be  within  the  proscribed  limits  with  the  exception  of  five  samples 
obtained  whon  the  plant  first  operated.  These  samplos  wore  too 
alkalino.  From  July,  1938,  32  samplos  of  sovege,  sewage  effluent  and 
rivor  vator  voro  taken  from  tho  Council's  sovago  disposal  works  and 
the  Rivor  Scnco.f  or  analysis  in  the  Health  Department  by  the  Radical 
Officer  of  Health. 

3.  REFUGE  COLLECTION  AMD  DISPOSAL 


Tho  collection  of  houso  and  trade  refuse  is  undertaken 
by  direct  labour  and  mechanical  transport.  It  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  to  ■  maintain  an  approximate  7  day  collection  duo  to 
tho  incroaso  in  4^he  numbor  of  housos  and  business  provisos  without 
a  corresponding  incroaso  in  tho  labour  force.  I  anticipate  that 
in  tho  yoar  I960/6I  when  a  third  16/18  cu.yard  collection  vchiclo 
’-ill  bo  needed,  tho  number  of  rofuso  collectors  will  have  to  bo 
increased.  As  roportod  last  year,  some  form  of  mechanical  aid 
is  required  to  onable  the  tip  to  be  oontrollod  and  oporaied 
efficiently  and  assist  in  tho  fighting  of  fires.  Rocoipts  from 
tho  collection  of  "Trade  rofuse"  from  shops  and  trado  promises 
amounted  to  £713  for  tho  year  ending  31st  March,  1939  as  compared 
with  £663  for  tho  provious  yoar. 


Sale  of  Salvaged  Materials 


The  cash  rocoipts  for  tho  salo  of  those  materials 
has  been  considerably  reduced  duo  to  a  fall  in  prices  oarly  in 
the  financial  yoar  of  all  salvagod  matorials.  Tho  prico  of  waste 
papor  fell  by  33sfo  and  tins  by  over  50^  This  loss  of  revenue 
was  partially  off  sot  by  roducing  from  3  to  2  the  number  of  workmen 
on  tho  tip  where  the  tins  were  salvagod  and  discontinuing  tho  recovery 
of  all  but  large  tins  and  by  an  increaso  of  8 •§■  tons  in  tho  amount 
of  waste  paper  salvaged.

Tho  dustbin  scheme  whereby  ownors  of  housos  oan  provide  bins 
themsolvos,  purchase  thorn  from  tho  Council  or  roceivo  them  on  loan 
from  tho  Council  at  an  annual  chargo  of  7/6  d.  per  annum,  continues 
to  work  successfully  and  render  unnocossary,  frustrating  litigation.

During  inspections  at  food  shops  regard  has  boon  paid  to 
tho  requirements  of  the  Shops  Act  which  are  allied  to  those  of  the 
Pood  Hygione  Regulations  1955;  and  whilst  action  has  boon  taken  in 
respect  of  contraventions  of  both  the  Act  and  Regulations,  tho 
inspections  have  boon  rocordod  under  tho  Pood  Hygiono  Regulations  only. 

REGULATED  BUILDINGS. 


There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  or  offensive  trade 
establishments  in  tho  district. 

Five  sitos  wore  occupied  by  living  vans  for  varying  poriods 
during  the  year  but  only  one  site,  for  one  caravan  is  liccncod.  There 
is  also  a  liconcod  caravan  stationod  in  the  district  and  six  caravans 
owned  by  showmen  arc  again  wintering  in  tho  district  on  the  Burgess 
Street  fairground. 

A  great  deal  of  troublo  was  caused  on  this  fairground  site  during 
tho  summer  and  autumn  by  it's  use  as  a  site  for  large  numbers  of 
caravans  ownod  by  itinerant  salosmon.  Unliko  monibors  of  tho  showmons  Guild 


they  would  not  -fcdlce  advantage*  of  the  Oounoil'o  I'O.fuKo  oollootiory^ pail 
emptying  servico,  were  noisy,  aggresivo,  untidy  and  a  nuisance 
to  tho  occupants  of  tho  houses  adjacont  to  tho  sito,  Strong  moasuros 
wore  takon  to  obtain  vacation  of  tho  sito  and  onsuro  that  those 
undosirablo  caravanners  idid  not.-.retym, 

UNCLEAN  OR  VERMINOUS  PREMISES 


It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  only  threo  housos  and  two 
porsons  were  found  to  bo  verminous  during  tho  yoar,  Ono  house 
was  infostod  by  bugs  and  two  housos  by  floas,  One  person  was  found 
to  be  affoctcd  by  floas  and  anothor  with  hoad  and  pubic  lioe.  Effective 
disinfestation  of  tho  promises  was  carried  out,  tho  flea  infostod 
porson  bathed  and  his  clothing  dusted  with  D.D.T  powder  compound 
undor  my  supervision  whilst  tho  porson  affected  with  lico,  who  was 
a  handicapped  fomalo  with  handicapped  parents,  was  eloansed  by  hor 
rolativos.  Tho  floa  infestation  was  tracod  to  poultry  brought 
to  his  Council  house  by  tho  occupant,  for  plucking,  drossing  and 
subsequent  salo.  He  is  now  undor  periodic  supervision  and  has  been 
requested  to  discontinue  carrying  on  tho  businoss  at  his  houso, 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  premises  arc  liconsod  and  conditions  at  both  are  reasonably 
satisfactory,  Twonty  Two  inspections  wero  made  during  the  yoar. 

Both  promisos  are  lock-up  shops  and  consequently  in  addition  to 
requiring  the  provision  of  firo  fighting  equipment,  the  nomination 
of  a  responsible  porson  living  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  tho 
promises  was  asked  for  to  give  warning  or  take  othor  nocossary  stops 
in  tho  event  of  an  emorgoncy, 

A  serious  rat  infestation  was  found  and  dealt  with  in  the  vicinity 
of  ono  of  tho  shops, 

Tho  salo  of  raw  and  unstained  knacker-meat  for  cat  and  dog 
food  takes  place  at  both  tho  premises.  Knacker-moat  may  bo  diseased, 
and  when  sold  os  pot  food,  may  convey  disease  organisms  such  as  tho 
bacillus  of  tuborculosis  into  tho  homos  of  the  purchasers.  Such 
organisms  may  bo  transferred  to  humans  by  tho  pots  themselves  or  to 
human  food  from  contaminated  daraostic  working  surfacos,  knivos, 
utensils  otc.  In  my  opinion  all  meat  from  knackers  yards  or  condemned 
meat  from  slaughterhouses  should  be  storilizod  before  being  sold 
as  pet  food  and  I  trust  that  legislation  requiring  sterilization 
will  bo  put  on  tho  statute  book  in  tho  voiy  near  futuro, 

RAG  ELOCK  AND  OTHER  FLEEING  MATERIALS  ACT ,  1  951 

Thoro  arc  two  promises  in  tho  district  registered  undor  the 
Act  which  makos  it  unlawful  for  promisos  to  bo  used  for  upholstoring 
articles  or  stuffing  or  lining  bodding,  toys,  baby  carriages  otc, 
unless  thoy  are  rogistorod  by  tho  local  authority,  Tho  provisions 
do  not  apply  to  tho  re-making  or  re-conditioning  of  any  articlo. 

The  main  purposo  of  the  Act  is  to  prevent  uncloan  materials  being 
used  as  filling  for  upholstory  otc,  A  contravention  at  each  of 
tho  promisos  was  in  respect  of  failure  to  koop  records  of  socond 
hand  upholstoiad articlo s  received, 

5»  THE  INSPECTION  AND  SUTERTISION  OE  ROOD 


FOOD  HYGIENCE  REGUIl' T IONS .  1955  &  EOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955. 

The  majority  of  the  food  shops  and  food  preparing  premises  in  tho 
district  have  now  been  inspected  in  dotail  and  brought  up  to  tho 
standard  required  by  the  Regulations,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  reporting 
that  tho  condition  of  those  shops  and  premises  and  the  equipment,  will 


compare  favourably  with  thoso  in  any  other  town.  ^hn  i rrrpr ovo d 
conditions  howevor,  v;ould  not  have  been  attained  ’without,  in  most 
eases,  the  willing  co-oporation  of  the  food  tradors. 

During  the  year,  two  former  private  slaughterhouses 
wore  converted  into  rooms  for  the  manufacture  of  sausagos  and 
moat  products  and  a  sausage  manufacturing  room  and  meat  pio 
bakory  woro  reconstructed.  Pour  promisos  wore  registered  for 
tho  manufacture  of  sausages  and/ or  moat  products. 

The  age  rators  of  mobile  shops  trading  in  tho  district  have 
boon  issuod,  after  inspection  of  thoso  vohiolos,with  a  Codo  of 
Requirements  and  tho  three  mohilo  shops  operating  from  promises 
in  Digs ton  comply  with  tho  Codo,  Regulations  &  Act  and  are  oquippod 
with  hand  washing  facilities  which  includo  a  supply  of  hot  water.

72  samples  of  bottlod  milk  wore  taken  during  tho  yoar  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.

Pigs ton  became  a  Specified  Area  on  tho  6th  December,  1955  and 
consequently  only  "Pastourisod",  "Sterilized"  or  "Tuberculin  Tostcd" 
milk  may  be  sold  in  Figston  by  retail. 

MEAT  AMD  OTHER  POODS 


There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  operated 
by  two  private  firms  of  butchers.  One  firm  uses  its  slaughterhouse 
to  servo  tho  needs  of  its  own  throe  local  shops  only.  The  other 
firm  buy  tho  bulk  of  the  meat  roquirod  at  thoir  ono  local  shop  and 
rent  the  slaughterhouse  to  a  firm  of  Lcicostor  butchers.  This  latter 
firm  slaughter  in  the  lato  afternoon  and  ovoning  on  two  weekdays 
and  during  tho  day  on  Sundays, 

Neither  of  tho  slaughtorhousos  have  a  seporato  hanging/ cooling 
room,  or  stunning  pen.  Thoy  aro  situatod  in  the  "built  up"  aroas  and 
both  aro  in  close  proximity  to  a  school.  Thoir  continued  use  may  bo 
jeopardised  when  tho  Slaughtorhousos  (Hygiono)  &  The  Slaughter  of 
Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruolty)  Regulations,  1958  bocomo  fully  operative, 

Tho  good  quality  of  the  animals  slaughtered  in  Figston  is  indicatod 
by  tho  small  amount  of  moat  condemned. 

All  carcasos  and  offal  wore  inspected  and  nooossitatod  419 
visits  to  the  slaughterhouses.

Foreign  objects  in  food  continue  to  present  a  major  problem. 

It  is  apparont  that  whatever  precautions  manufacturers  etc.  of  food  take 

to  provont  string,  nails,  cigarotto  ends  gaining  accoss  to  food,  this 

type  of  contamination  will  continuo  duo  to  carolcss  or  irresponsible  employees 

and  of  courso  accidonts  and  happonings  beyond  normal  control.  At  the 

local  biscuit  bakory  an  electronic  device  is  used  to  dotoct  metallic  objects 

in  biscuits  as  they  pass  on  the  conveyor  bolts.  Any  rnotal  in  a  biscuit 

or  on  the  bolt  causes  tho  dovicc  to  operate  a  metal  arm  which  sweeps  off 

tho  belt  for  rejection,  approximately  Albs  of  biscuits  on  each  sido  of 

the  contaminated  biscuit  or  area  of  bolt.

Tho  Council  onrploy  a  full-time  rodont  oporator, 
but  during  the  year  the  neod  for  his  servicos  has  dcclinod 
and  he  has  been  diroctcd  part-time  to  roadmaking  on  the 
tip.  Systematic  surveys  to  dotcct  rodent  infostations  aro 
carried  out  and  oradioation  moasuros  aro  basod  on  ro commen¬ 
dations  mado  from  tino  to  timo  by  tho  Rodont  Control- • 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agrioulturo  Fiohox'inn  &  Food. 
Treatment  of  rat  and  nice  infestation  at  dwelling  houses  is 
oarriod  out  free  but  a  chargo  is  mado  for  the  Rodent 
Operator’s  servicos  at  factories  and  othor  business  premises. 
During  investigation  of  minor  but  widespread  infestations 
of  rats  in  South  7/igston  a  "reservoir"  infestation  was 
found  at  the  roar  of  a  shop  and  dealt  with  resulting  in  a 
reduction  of  tho  minor  infestations.  To  roducc  tho 
possibility  of  re -infestation  4storc  shods  wore  demolished 
and  replaced  with  rat-proof  structures.

Tho  27th  and  28th  bi-annual  treatment  of  sowers 
was  carried  out  between  tho  31st  March  and  18th  April,  1957*

9.  CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1  956 

In  Wigs  ton  as  in  many  othor  towns  the  principal 
source  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  tho  donostic  chimney. 
Although  smoke loss  solid  fuels  arc  sometimes  difficult  to 
obtain  each  householder  using  such  a  fuol  is  making  a 
major  contribution  towards  a  cleaner  atmosphoro  and  tho 
elimination  of  fogs,  snogs  and  resultant  illncssos. 

These  fuols  can  be  burned  in  any  modorn  firegrato  and  even 
"all  night"  grates  installed  in  old  fircplacos.  Any 
difficulty  of  ignition  can  be  ovorcamo  by  the  uso  of  a  gas 
pokor. 


Supplies  of  solid  smokeless  fuols  arc  increasing  and 
it  is  hoped  that  tho  nuribor  of  donostic  users  will  incroaso 
proport iona toly,

An  electronic  device  is  boing  fitted  in  the  chimney 
of  a  largo  laundry  in  the  district  which  will  givo  a  visual 
and  audible  warning  of  any  oxcossivo  emissions  of  smoke.
